OMURA ARRIVES 
AT SEATTLE. 


CORDIAL WELCOME EXTENDED TO 
JAPANESE PEACE ENVOY. 


— — — 
After Hasty Henors Accorded by 
City, President Hill of Great North - 
ern Claims Diplomat as Guest and 
Speeds Away With Him Toward 


Washington. |

SEATTLE (Wash.) July 20.—Baron 
Komura, Foreign Minister of Japan, 
and oné of the two Japanese peace 
commissioners, is buried beneath a 
mass of diplomatic correspondence at 
the residence of S. Hisamidzu, Japa- 
nese Consul at Seattle. 

Baron Komura worked until 5 o'clock 
this morning with cablegrams and let- 
ters which reached him when the 
steamship “Minnesota arrived at Port 
Townsend. Consul Hisamidzu, who 
was carried out to meet the Hill liner 
by the revenue cutter Arcata, took 
with him only a part of the correspond- 
ence that has been awaiting the peace 
envoy. Baron Komura and his party 
will work until 7:30 p.m, on the cipher 
dispatches, and will carry with them 4 
mass of unfinished business, to 
taken up again on the Great Northern, 
en route East. The private car of J. J. 
Hill, in which the party will proceed 
East, will be the envoy’s working office. 

Baron Komura was welcomed to 
Seattle when the Minnesota reached 
port, just before noon, by more than 
one thousand Japanese. On a tug in 
the harbor a small crowd of Japanese 
exploded many fireworks, and a band 
interspersed Japanese and American 
airs. Mayor Ballinger, on behalf of the 
city, welcomed the diplomat at the 
gangway, and a special train brought 
him to the city. 


A fixed policy has been agreed upon 
by the members of the delegation.

Jordan al- 
monds are sold in ‘one-fourth pound 
bottles at 20 cents guid, and a half- 
pound tin (English packing) retails at 
a little over % cents gold. <A two- 
pound bottle of Sultana raisins retails 
for about 60 cents gold.“

HRILLS WITH 


HOLDS AUDIENCE SPELLBOUND 
AT LONG BEACH. 


LONG BEACH, July 2.-—For two 
hours tonight Dr. William Quayle held 
an audience of 1800 people spellbound 
with his lecture on King Lear. His 
dissection of the different forces which 
made up the tempestuous life of thé 
old mad King with tangled white locks, 
the ingratitude of his daughters and 


him and its application to everyday life 
was one of the best bits of word paint- 
ing ever given before a Long Beach 
Chautauqua. Dr. Quayle said in part: 

“No one can be a reader of classic 
tragedy but can see that it is unfair 
for we moderns to demand a fair 
Chance for everyone. In the classics 
the gods are everything, man is noth- 
ing. Shakespeare's tragedy is differ-

It is a nice thing to feel 
competent to pay your own board and 
not go visiting around. o wise man 
will put himself in Lear's predicament. 
Nothing is so cozseny as a woman 
when she wants you to do something 
for her, and they know full well how 
to go about getting it. Lear's daugh- 
ters would have acted far differently 
if he hadnt given them his kingdom. 
but just promised it. After he had 
given his all their love turned cold 
and their treatment of him was ‘ike 
the bitter winds that cut like a Da- 
mascus „ and Weir voices like 
the pitiless clash of swords. Nothing 
can help a man if he is a fool. 

“Then Lear was old and autocratic, 
or to use & more potent word ‘bossy.’ 
Life is not a theoretical process, but 
an experience. Four years of power 
as King had made Lear so We 
modern Americans think the best way 
is to elect our ruler for four years 
and if he prove capable and affable 
elect him four years more and then 
he can come down and sit in the seats 
of the scornful with the rest of us. 

“The best way to handle Lear was 
to agree with him and there are lots 
of such people today. What ails them 
is littieness of soul. You can't agree 
with anybody with a gigsardy nature. 

“Furthermore King Lear was selfish. 
Instead of being open minded and 
generous with his gifts to his daugch- 
ters, he attempted to make an open 
display of their affection. This showed 
selfishness. Love is not a matter to 
prociaim with a bugle, but come from 
God and should be treated as a gra- 
cious gift and it is not intended that 
man and woman shall make a ful- 
some display of it. Whenever you see 
such people distrust them, for there is 
not enough of that affection for both 
public and private consumption. 
Then King Lear was old and god- 
less. When youth is young and the 
liquor of life intoxicates and all life 
is baimy and one glad sweet song we 
can excuse any lapse of religious 
thought and training, but when an old 
man, has seen plans shat- 
tered, disaster reproach him and he 
has been buffeted about, has not 
learned that there is a mightier than 
he, then he ought to be taught the 
presence of God. It is an awful thing 
not to have a rod staff to = 
us up, when we are tottering on the 
brink of eternity. 

Shakespeare is not one-sided with 
hip tragedy, but with all his pitiless 
tale of shame, misery and wickedness 
he shows that love for his daughters 
is the one redeeming trait of Lear and 
his grief, when two of them spurn 
him, drives him to madness which is 
oply partially dispelled by the final 

scovery that his one daughter, 
driven from him with curses because 
she would not parade her affection, 
stil! loves him and thinks and dreams 
of that old father. 

“In King Lear, as in modern life, 
Shakespeare has made a mediey of 
good and bad characters. In his Os- 
Wald. Edgar, Bdmund, Kent and other 
characters he only shows us the peo- 
ple we meet in everyday life and the 
moral of the tale should be that no 
matter what your surroundings, you 
ean be strong, pure and good. Our 
lives and our future always rest in 
our own bands and the story of King 
Leut is but a section torn out of the 
geography of life.” 

OTHER CHAUTAUQUA EVENTS.
